Apparently Whole Town Greets 
Defendants in Murder Case 
on Return From Williamson.

MATEWAN, W. Va.. March 22.— 
Matewan called it a holiday yester- 


day to greet the 16 mountaineers, 
defendants in the Matewan riot 
trial, who were found not gullity by 
a Circuit Court Jury at Williamson 
yesterday. Apparently all residents 
of the town were at the station when 
the train brought home Sid Hatfield, 
Chief of Police, and his 15 compan- 
ions. It was a touching scene aa the 
16 men stepped from the train and 
rushed into the arms of relatives 
and friends. Women laughed and 
cried alternately. 

The defencants will be free only 
a short*time. Judge R. Balley an- 
nounced during the afternoon that 
the next case would be called April 
12. There are atill six indictments 
against the 16 men, one each in con- 
nection with the deaths of six de- 
tectives, who were killed during the 
street fight last May.
